Places: So that I have been within theKnowlcgc of 
no lefs than Four of thcfc Shocks of Nature in Eight 
Months time 5 but, thank God, none of them at- 
tended with any ill Confequenccs, any farther than 
furnifhing Room for melancholy Refiedions upon 
fuch a difagreeable Alteration in our Climate, which 
had been generally thought before tolerably free 

from this Calamity. •

ford i which,! fuppofe, I need not tell you, is about 

four Miks from Burjf in Suffolk. Lady Cornwallis

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(whofe Judgment and Accuracy arc (upcnor to aU 
Doubt or Exception, and her Veracity (liil more fo), 
aflured nie. That on Sunday laft, about One o'Clock, 
as fhe was fitting and reading in her Drclling-room 
at Culford, flic fuddenly felt and faw her Chair and 
Pcrfon move backwards and forwards ; fo that flie 
fearchcd and examined whether any Dog had got 
under her Feet and Chair, or any one entered her 
Cliamber unperccived 5 but found herfclf abfolutely 
alone in the Room : Whereupon flic tried, whether, 
by laying her Hand or Elbow upon the Tabic, flic 
could repeat the fame Motion, or any thing like it 5 
but could not. She added, that Oic felt Iverfclf a 
good deal furprifcd at this extraordinary Senfation, 
at the Inrtant of perceiving it : But neither then, nor 
afterwards^ had the leaft Imagination about an Earth- 
quake 5 till, upon coming down to Dinner, flic was 
asked by Mils Charlotte Cornwallis^ her Second 
Daughter, a yonng Lady grown up, " Whether flie 
^^ had not felt the Earthquake?" Mifs Charlotte 
agreed to the Time ; and was herielf alfo fitting and 
reading in her own Drefllni^-room, which v/as one 
Pair of Stairs higher than her Ladyfliip's, yet on the 
fame Side of the Houfe, However, it was alfo felt 
by Mifs Charlotte Cornwalliss Maid- Servant, whofe 
Chamber was in a different Part of the Houfe, and 
diftant from either of the Ladies Apartments ; and 
who was fo alarmed at it, as to leave her Room, and 
come into her young Lady's, to fee what was the 
Matter- No one elfe in the Houfe perceived it. 
But Lady Cornwallis fays, that, as far as flic can 
learn, they were ail upon their Feet 5 none being 
fitting, except the three already mentioned.

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The Houfe flands alone in the Park : And Lady 
Cornwallis had declined making any Inquiry amongft 
the Inhabitants of the adjacent Village? partly, for 
fear of alarming them with Apprehenfions of Dan- 
ger, of which they would be very fufcepribic from 
the Name of an Earthquake 5 and partly from the 
little Hopes fhe could have of procuring any tole^-ably 
accurate Account of the Fad from fuch Reoorters. 

As you have been fo careful and exaCt in colled- 
ing the fc vcral Hiltorics of thofe various Shocks, which 
have been felt in divcrfe Parts of the Kingdom within 
thcfe nine Months laft paft, it will not be unaccept- 
able, I hope, tofurnifli you with this Supplement to 
them; efpccially as none of the former have (as 
far as I remember) affcded thefe Parts.

"^ear Sir, 

On our Return hither to Mr. Wollajlons, we 
found a Letter from a worthy Friend of Mr. Wolla-- 
fton's and mine, Mr. Metcalfe^ a Clergyman o^ Re- 
putation, Senfe, and Fortune ; who refides at Leice- 
fiefj and has two Livings near that Place? one at 
Narborough^ the other at Tilton: Out of which 
I will tranfcribe a Paragraph, which will ferve to 
confirm Lady Cornwallis' s Relation. 

** Yefterday [It is dated Leicejler^ OB. 1. i/fc], 
*^ about Noon, we were all greatly alarmed with a 

very great Shock of an Earthquake. I was in the 

Pulpit at Narhrough j where the whole Church 
^^ fhook with fuch Violence, that the Congregation 

" cxpeded 
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** cxpc£led that the Roof was falling hi, and run 
** out of the Church immediately, leaving the poor 
^^ Parfon to fhift for himfelf. I (lood my Ground y 
*^ andj by calling to them, and alluring them there 
" was no Harm, prevaird on them to return, and 
*^ make an End of the Duty : But it was with Fear 
*^ and Trembling. It was felt pretty much at Lei- 
*' cejler 'y but how much further, I have not heard." 

Since the Receipt of the above Letter^ 1 have 
read, in the public News-papers, an Account of its 
havin^: been alfofclt at A^/^^^s^///"^;^ about the fame 
time. 

So that no Doubt can remain of the Shock which 
Lady Cornijjallis perceived at Qtlford^ having bccii
